By that rule The Star has been 


Mana- 
ging Editor Paul H. Jones tells 
me we have published through to- 
day 55 local pictures, with 3 
more scheduled for Saturday- a 
total of 58 in the week's six edi- 
tions. 


We don't always average 10 


locally-produced pictures per is- 
sue but good picture coverage by 
today's press is commonplace- 
representing a technical revolu- 
tion that has occurred within this 
writer's lifetime. 


Forty-five years ago when I 


came to Arkansas, at El Dorado, 
local pictures were seen infre- 
quently 
in cities outside the 


100,000 population class. Photo- 
engraving had been known for 
years, copying pictures onto 
sensitized zinc plates and then 
eating out the white areas with 
diluted nitric acid so the whites 
and blacks would print on the 
press. 
But the machines were 


expensive and required high- 
priced operators; 
the smaller 


papers had no engraving plants 
of 
their own and mailed occa- 


sional photos to distant points, 
getting back the printing plates 
in from three days to a week. 


There was an alternate sys- 


tem for local papers, suited to 
cartoons and other line draw- 
ings— but not photographs. This 
was the chalk-plate plan. A draw- 
ing was traced on a chalk plate. 
A local artist dug out the lines 
with a stylus, then hot metal 
was poured over the chalk to form 
an image plate, which was locked

Q- How 
many 
Americans 


will pay the tax? 


A— The Treasury estimates 


about 83 million. About 17 mil- 
lion others In the two lowest in- 
come tax brackets—those who 
pay taxes at the 14 and 15 per 
cent rates—will pay nothing 
more. 


Q- How will I pay the tax? 
A—Beginning with the first 


paycheck after June 10, accord-
